Reuter dispatch from Saloniki. — 

Fighting occurred in Saloniki, the 
correspondent adds, but serious 
trouble was prevented by the inter- 
vention of soldiers of the Entente al- 

“The revolution claimed its first 
victims at 4:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, the correspondent cables. 
‘Cretan gendarmes and onian 
volunteers surrounded the barracks 
of the Greek infantry in Saloniki and 
exc shots with the garrison. 
But for the intervention of the al- 
lies the consequences might have 
been more serious. 

“After half promising to par- 
ticipate in a demonstration arranged 
yesterday by a.pro-ally committee, 
the Greek troops finally refused. 
During the night pro-ally volunteers 
made a determined attempt to seize 
the barracks, but failed.” 

Further details of the disturbance 
are given in a later dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Company, which says 
that when the volunteers ascertained 
the regulars were unwilling to co- 
operate with them, they surrounded 
tme barracks in the night, cut the 
water main and electric light wires 
and shut off food supplies. 5

ALLIED CHIEF INTERVENES. 

The allied commander, Gen. Sar- 
rail, intervened to prevent further 
bloodshed. Altogether, according to 
the latest reports, three men were 
killed and one gendarme and two 
volunteers wounded. 

The soldiers refased to treat with 
the revolutionists, but accepted al- 
ed mediation. It was agreed that 
the soldiers should be disarmed and 
interned at Camp Zeitiniek, outside 
the city. The officers were permitted 
to retain their swords, pledging 
themselves not to interfere with the 
revolutionists. e barracks were 
turned over to the French. It is un- 
derstood a number of the officers 
and a considerable pro n of the 
men sympathize with the revolution- 
ary movement and will now join it. 

It is also reported that the entire 
garrison at Vodena went over te a 
committee representing the revolu- 
tionists.

Macedonia appears to have vanished. 
The committee will now take over 
the functions of government and is 
expected to proclaim a 
mobilization. 

Prompt action by the French com- 
mander, who detailed a strong escort 
to protect the Saloniki garrison and 
marched it through the streets in 
the afternoon, has had the effect of 
clearing the atmosphere. 

It is reported from Greek sources 
at Saloniki that the entire force of 
about 2000 men under Col. Chris- 
todulos, which left Seres several days 
ago to resist the Bulgarian invasion 
of Macedonia, has been captured by 
the Bulgarians. 

Before the Greek garrison. at 
Saloniki surrendered, Reuter’s cor- 
respondent cables, more than two 
battaliong of French colonial in- 
fantry marched to the parade ground 
and stacked arms in front of the bar- 
racks. Machine guns were posted 
and armored cars were stationed op- 
posite the entrance to the barracks. 

The Greek soldiers withdrew with- 
in the building. Greek officers 
crossed the parade ground to a pa- 
Vilion in which Gen. Sarrail awaited 
them. As the hour of 11 o'clock 
struck all the Greek troops marched 
from the barracks. 


On its face, this dispatch indi- 
cates that a revolution ig under 
way in Greece, but the message is 
worded vaguely, probably on ac- 
count of the censorship. 

There have been various indica- 
tions since the entrance of Rumania 
into the war, of political turmoil in 
Greece, owing to the conflict be- 
tween the neutralists, represented by 
King Constantine, and those who 
desiré to intervene in the war with 
the Entente allies, led by former 
Premier Venizelos. An Athens dis- 
patch received yesterday predicted 
that Greece would abandon neu- 
trality within the immediate future. 

There is in existence in Greece, a 
committee representing the Liberal 
or Venizelos faction, and it is pos- 
sible that the Greek garrisons sur- 
rendered to this or some similar 
body. The committee was appointed 
on Sunday, on the occasion of the 
demonstration of 60,000 Greeks be- 
fore the residence of M. Venizelos 
in Athens, and was instructed to pre- 
sent to the King resolutions 
warning him not to _ interfere 
in the approaching elections and 
to prepare the army for a 
possible rupture of existing condi- 
tions. 


The part of Greek Macedonia in 
which the forts mentioned are lo- | 
cated, is in Northern Greece close 
behind the front on which the En- 
tente allies are fighting the Bul- 
garians and their allies. Vodena is 
on the railroad line between Saloniki 
and Monastir, an important means of 
communication for the Entente al- 
lies. It is 46 miles west of Saloniki. 
Fort Little Karaburun is on the Gulf 
of Saloniki, about ten miles south

GREEK KING ABDICA TES, 
SAYS OFFICIAL REPORT. 


Constantine Yields Throne to Crown Prince, with Pro- 
Ally Venizelos the Power Behind the Throne, Accord- 
ing to British Army's Own Press Representative in the 


Balkans.

ONDON, Sept. 1-—King Con- 
L stantine of Greece has abdi- 
cated, according to the official! 
British press representative at Sal- 
oniki. 
The press representative says the 
King has abdicated in favor of the 


power behind the throne. The new 
policy, he reports, will be to work 
with the Entente allies. According 
to this information, Premier Zaimis 
will remain at the head of the gov- 
ernment. 

The correspondent questions 
whether the Entente allies desire 
the active assistance of Greece. 
ALSO REPORTED BY REUTER’S. 

The correspondent at Saloniki of 
Reuter’s Telegram Company, under 
date of Wednesday, also sends the 
report that King Constantine of 
Greece has abdicated, adding: 

“Pending confirmation, it must be 
mentioned with all reserve.” 

The correspondent says the re- 
port is that the King has abdicated, 
that the Greek Crown Prince has 
been appointed Regent, and that 
Alexander Zaimis, supported by ex- 
Premier Ven retains the Pre- 
miership. 

This dispatch adds that the gen- 
eral mobilization of the Greek army 
once more has been ordered. 

Regarding the report from Salon!- 
ki that King Constantine has abdi- 
cated, the Greek Minister in Lon- 
don sald today: 

“tT have received no such infor- 
mation, and I certainly do not be- 
lieve such a thing has taken place.” 

Ward Price, to whom the above 
dispatch is credited, is the official 
British press representative, desig- 
nated by the government to act for 
all British publications in that area. 
Nevertheless, his dispatches are sub- 
ject not only to the Greek censor- 
ship, but to the French military 
censorship, which controls all lines 
of communication from Athens. The 
fact that both censorships, as well 
as the British censorship in London, 
have permitted this dispatch to go 
through is significant.

REIGN OF CONSTANTINE. 

The reign of Constantine I as 
King of the Hellenes was brief, dat- 
ing only from March 18, 1913, when 
his father, George I, was assassin-' 
ated in Saloniki. ; 

Brief as the reign was, Constan- 
tine enjoyed a period of remarkable 
popularity and increased the terri- 
tory of the Greek monarchy by over 
50 per cent. 

Born on August 3, 1868, he was 
educated largely by private tutors 
from Leipsic, which was said to 
have stamped upon him a perma- 
nent German influence. His mili- 
tary education was furthered by at- 
tendance at maneuvers in Germany. 
He became a brother-in-law of the 
German Emperor by marrying the 
latter's sister, Princess Sophia, in 


1889 

His alleged pro-German leanings, 
thus indicated, were not popular 
with his people, and since the war 
began a strong party antagonistic to 
his desire to have Greece preserve 
neutrality and in favor of joining 
the allies precipitated a Cabinet 
crisis which was weathered with 
difficulty. 


The most interesting chapter of 
Constantine’s life is the way in 
which he became the people's idol. 
Like his father, he had his ups and 
downs in favor, the Greeks having 
been quick-changing in their likes 
and dislikes. In 1896, when he saw 
his country drifting into war with 
Turkey, he sounded a warning that 
the Greek army was utterly unpre- 
pared for a campaign. The infan- 
try was armed with condemned 
French rifles, which had cost 32 
each; the cartridges were 15 years 
old; there was no cavalry; the artil- 
lery was obsolete, and its officers 
few. Nevertheless, the country de- 
cided upon war. The result was 
disastrous—a humiliati defeat for 
Greece. Immediately the popular 
tide turned against its rulers, whom 
it denounced as foreigners who 
could have little in common with 
the Greeks. The King and Queen 
were hooted in the streets and the 
officers turned their backs upon the 
Crown Prince. 

OPPOSED WAR CLAMOR. 

A similar spirit was roused against 
the royal house when, in 1909, King 
George tried to oppose the popular 
clamor for the annexation of Crete, 
knowing that Turkey was eagerly 
awaiting such anj excuse to bring a 
second crushing Gefeat upon Greece. 
This time the clamor almost became 
a revolt, and the King was obliged 
to yield to the demand of the min- 
tary league, both for a reorganiza- 
tion of the army and for the dis-

His 
popularity was such, as a result of 
this feat, that Greeks in America 
raised several thousand dollars with 
which to purchase a gift sword, in- 
scribed: “To Constantine, the Lib- 
erator.” | 

When Constantine came to the 
throne it was said that he almed to 


ancient Hellenic Empire, and that he 
wag a believer in the old national 
prophecy that under the reign of a 
Constantine and a Sophia the eastern 
empire would be callied into life 
again and the cross restored on St 
Sophia at Constantinople in place of 
the crescent. 

By the peace treaties signed after 
the Balkan wars, Greece added a 
considerable stretch of Turkish ter- 
ritory to her domain in December, 
1913, the long-desired annexation of 


King Constantine himself hoisting 
the Hellenic flag over the fort. 
With the entrance of Turkey into 
the European war the question of 
the intervention of Greece soon 
came to be seriously considered, but 
King Constantine insisted upon strict 
neutrality. The Cabinet, headed by 
Premier Venizelos, which was for 
war on the side of the allies, final- 
ly tendered its resignation. The Greek 
attitude, at least so far as the war 
party was concerned, was largely to 
the effect that if Greece had no hand 
in the war, her interests might suf- 
fer when peace was arranged. 
EXPLAINS SITUATION. 


The Athens correspondent of the 
London Morning Post, March 29, 
1915, attempted to explain the sit- 
uation in a letter in which he said 
that in the second month of the 
war the Greek Premier had inti- 
mated to the Entente powers that 
Greece would join their cause ac- 
tively if the necessity should arise, 
and with the commencement of the 
operationg against the Dardanelles 
the government believed the time 
had come for Greece to abandon her 
neutrality. The King, however, re- 

to countenance this plan. It 
was ed that sending forces to 
the Dardanelles would dangerously 
weaken Greece’s defense on the Bul- 
garian frontier, and since Greece had 
received no formal invitation from 
the Triple Entente her entrance in- 
to the war would be undertaken 
without any guarantee from the 
powers as to the Greek position on 
the mainiand. 

“The King’s refusal to consent to 
the war policy,” said the Post cor- 
respondent, “wag undoubtedly actu- 
ated in all good faith by a patriotic 
consideration of the military difficul- 
ties. Unfortunately, his entourage 
is known to hold strong pro-German 
sentiment. .The principal officers of 
the General Staff are pupils of the 
Berlin Kriegsakademie, and are 
firmly convinced that Germany must 
ultimately win this war. This, and 
not fear of Bulgaria, is the real 
reason of their opposition to Greece's 
Participation in the operations 
against Turkey. 

“The Queen, of course, as a Hohen- 
zollern Princess, is wholly for her 
brother’s cause, Hardly a day passes 
but she receives from the German 
military attache the official German 
war reports. I am informed by per- 
sonages who are competent to know 
that on the evening preceding the 
King’s final decision a long telegram 
from the Emperor was received at 
the palace, doubtiess urging Greece's 
abstention from the war. I am also

Crown Prince George of Greece, 
whose accession to the throne is re- 
ported, has been described as a man 
of liberal mind, in true sympathy 
with the aspirations of the Greek 
people. It hag been assumed that if 
the King’s policy of non-interference 
in the war should lead to his dis- 
appearance from power, the pro-En- 
tente party would turn to the Crown 


Prince.

“Our troops counter-attacked and 
drove back the enemy, who left sev- 
eral hundred dead. 

“On the Isonzo front rday 
the enemy attempted to attack our 
position east of Gorizia and north 
of Oppacchiasella, but were prompt- 
ly driven off. Enemy artillery 
shelled Cormons, Valisezla and Gori- 
zia, where the hospital was again 
hit and some of personnel 
wounded. 

“In Albania during the morning 
of August 30 our composite column 
occupied Tepeleni. The Greek gar- 
rison withdrew. 

“Our troops crossed the river near 
Carbonara and, stormed Klog and 
Hekal under a heavy artillery fire. 
Seventy-two prisoners, including for- 
ty Austrians, and a large quantity 
of ammunition fell tnto our hands.” 

Although the foregoing statement 
says that a Greek garrison evacu- 
ated Tepelemi there has never been 
any official information of the occu- 
pation of the town by the Greeks. 
Early in the war Greek troops went 
into Southern Albania and for a time 
held Berat, north of Tepelemi. Tepe- 
lemi is approximately thirty-five 
miles north and west of the Greek 
border. 

FROM PETROGRAD.

PETROGRAD, Sept. 1 (via Lon- 
don.)

chance of a railroad strike 
on Monday has disappeared as a 
result of the promptitude of Con- 
gress in complying with the broth- 
erhood demands. 

With a celerity little short of 
extraordinary both houses with the 
approval and, indeed, in response 
to the pressure of the President, 
pushed the legislation acceptable to 
the brotherhoods on the way to en- 
actment. 

Throughout the debates in both 
Houses today there was heard fre- 
quently a note of warning that Con- 
gress was surrendering to the rail- 
road labor unions and in doing so 
was storing up trouble for itself and 
the country. In the House there 
was particular emphasis given to the 
claim that Congress was surrender- 
ing to the railroad workers, “Oh, 
for an hour of Grover Cleveland or 
Theodore Roosevelt” was the burden 
of speech delivered by Representa- 
tive Gillette of Massachusetts. He 
claimed that either of these men 
would have settled the strike within 
the short period mentioned. Presi- 
dent Wilson, he asserted, had 
listened to the voice of expediency 
and failed in courage and duty 

The burden of the opposing 
speeches was that the geen | meas- 
ure was a “strike bill” within the 
meaning of that term, given to cer- 
tain legislation in State legislatures; 
that is, it was a hold-up given to 
be enacted under pressure of an un- 
worthy character for purposes in 
which many of those who voted for 
it did not approved. 

The House, by a vote of 239 ayes 
to 56 noes, with fifty-three voting 
present, adopted the Adamson com- 
promise bill late this afternoon. The 
Senate engaged in a debate which 
lasted throughout the day and most 
of the evening.

STRIKE 


COSTS THEM GOOD JOBS. 


© A result of the discharge or 
the 


seven union linemen in 

employ of the Pacific Light 
and Power Corporation at San Ber- 
nardino, about a week- ago, twenty- 
five men walked out yesterday at 
various points along the corpora- 
tion’s lines in San Bernardino, River- 
side and Los Angeles counties. . 

The men struck in sympathy with 
those who lost their jobs because of 
their tendency to stir up trouble 
among the corporation’s employees, 


the majority of whom are non- 


union men. The trouble started 
when fifteen linemen in the employ 
of the Southern Sierras Power Com- 
pany struck for shorter hours and 
more pay. Through the influence of 
their union they undertook to or- 
ganize a general strike on all the 
lines of the Pacific Light and Power 
Corporation and the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company, but as only 
a very small percentage of the men 
are union men, the effort has proven 
a flat failure. 

Officials of the Southern Sierras 
Power Company state that their 
work is proceeding as usual and that 


they have all the men available for 


whom they have work. 
“The strike 


Power Corporation in the slightest,” 
sald J. L. Hoke, general superintend- 
ent, last night. We have in all about 
sixty-five linemen engaged in line 
work at the present time, and the 
strike on the part of the twenty-five 
will in nowise inconvenience us. In 
fact, I doubt if we shall attempt to 
employ men to take their places, as 
at this season of the year things are 
very quiet. I do not understand 
why these men quit good jobs. We 
could have dispensed with their 
services long ago, but we make it a 
practice to carry our men through 
slack times. Their quitting simply 
cuts down our roll and does the 
men no good.” *

cost of improvements; the fair value 
of the tools and equipment used in 
the development of the fleld—in 
short, a complete accounting of the 
activities of the defendants during 
the time that the land was in their 
possession. It is claimed that the 
oll taken out of the ground, and in 
prospect, in the quarter section in- 
volved, is worth at least $10,000,- 
000, but of course this valuation is 
merely arbitrary.

Upon his he com- 
mitted another theft and got another 
jail term. After he served that term, 
he tried highway ac- 
companied by aggravated assault. It 
was too much for Northumberland 
county’s jail, and the penitentiary 
got him, on a sentence of from two 
and a half to ten years. He was the 
typical hard nut. In the penitentiary 
he learned the trade of carpenter and 
changed his mind about damaging 
other people's bodies and appropri- 
ating their money. Upon his release, 
he went straight to Chicago; got a 
job as journeyman carpenter; took 
his preparatory course for the semi- 
nary at night from a clergyman, and 
saved his wages for his tuition fees. 

Instead of being an isolated case 
it is a typical one. The same semi- 
mary holds three other students, as 
square, sincere and clear-headed as 
he is; and all of them came from the 
same penitentiary. 

A prison can hardly hope to take in 
mortal sinners and turn out living © 
saints. If it can make these sinners 
good, average, workaday citizens, it 
is pretty well, all things con- 
sidered. So, when I say the theolog- 
ical student's case is typical, I do not 
mean that a prison's discipline and 
influences manufacture clergymen 
by wholesale. But I do mean that 
they can make good and useful men, 
and that criminals have in them the 
makings. Not long ago, the State 
College offered the penitentiary two 
courses, in agriculture and farming. 
The penitentiary jumped at them. 
There is not a square inch of the 
nooks and crannies available within 
the four high stone walls of the insti- 
tution that is not now burdened with 
crops of tomatoes, sweet corn, cab- 
bage and all the other vegetables re- 
sponsive to a layer of soll, a shaft 
of sunlight and fingers that refuse: to 
let a weed put forth its second leaf. 
Prisoners to the number of 200 sent 
in papers on the courses, The State 
College was so deligh that it of- 
fered courses in engineering and in 
shop arithmetic. The tiary 
inmates went to it as if it were a 
ball game. The State College now 
rates their work higher than that of 
its reguiar students. When these 
men have taken their full course, 
they will receive their diplomas—not 
from the penitentiary, but from the 
State College. Meanwhile, those 
State College-penitentiary-trained 
farmers whose terms have expired
